DR. COLEBECK 
Department of Ancient Languages 
Has New Head 

Professor George Currie, who 
comes to us from Hendrix College, 
succeeds Dr. Colebeck as head of the 
department of ancient languages. 

Professor Currie has had splendid 
training and experience. He began 
his education in the public schools of 
Bloomington Ind., where he graduat- 



ed from high school also. He took 
an A. B. degree at Indiana Univer- 
sity in 1908 and an A. M. degree at 
the same institution in 1911. In ad- 
dition he has done two years' grad- 
uate work toward a Ph. D. degree in 
the University of Chicago. He was 
for four years principal and teacher 
in township high schools in his nat- 
ive state, one year instructor of Lat- 
in and Greek at Hedding College, 
two years the same in the University 
of Wyoming, one year instructor in 
Morgan Park and Pillsbury Military 
academies, and one year acting pro- 
fessor of Latin and Greek, but chief- 
ly instructor of S. A. T. C. English 
at Hendrix College. 

His hobby. Professor Curry says, 
is his interest in presenting Latin 
and Greek from their practical uses. 
While at the University of Wyoming 
he had charge of a practice course 
in the training of Latin teacher.?. Dur- 
ing that time he worked out a fifty- 
page chart presentation of the Prac- 
tical Value of the Classics, after the 
fashion of the work started by Miss 
Salin, formerly of the Oak Park High 
School, Chicago. As this work is 
largely original, Mr. Currie hopes to 
produce the charts as exhibited at 
the University of Wyoming and show 
them here some time this year. He 
also hopes to introduce courses pre- 
senting the wealth of ancient phi- 
losophy, literature and learning 
through English translations, with- 
out which any one's knowledge is nec- 
essarily superficial. 

Besides his duties as professor, Mr. 
Currie is in charge of another very 
important feature of college activity, 



the glee club work. Another hobby of 
his is orchestra, and it is his hope 
to add this pleasing feature. 

Mr. Currie puts on no "airs of dress 
and gait" or of any other nature, but 
those who are under him have found 
him to be a cultured, scholarly gen- 
tleman. To go into his home is to 
have one's regard deepened, for one 
sees there many evidences of an un- 
usual mind.

GOV. JAMES M. COX 

Farmer boy — Newsboy — Printer — 
School Teacher — Newspaper reporter 
— Secretary to a Congressman — Pub- 
lisher — Congressman — and three times 
Governor of Ohio. Born in Butler 
County, Ohio, on March 31, 1870, the 
youngest of seven children. Early 
boyhood spent on a farm. At 15 years 
of age entered high school; worked his 
way through by becoming a "printer's 
devil." Soon he was writing "pieces" 
and by a clean "scoop" landed a job 
on the Cincinnati Enquirer. After 
several years promoted to city editor. 
Secretary to Congressman Sorg in 
Washington. 1898 bought the Dayton 
News and after severe struggles made 
an eventful success of that one-time 
bankrupt paper. Purchased the Spring- 
field Press Republic and duplicated his 
Dayton success. Both papers are to- 
day highly prosperous business insti- 
tutions. First elected to Congress in 
1908, Soon attracted the attention of 
leaders and became a member of the 
Committee on Appropriations. Re- 
elected 1910 by largest majority his 
district has ever given a candidate. 
Became a state-wide figure in poli- 
tics. Elected governor of Ohio in 1912. 
Progressive and constructive measures 
antagonized many interests and he was 
defeated in 1914. In 1916 he was re- 
elected governor three times in the 
normally Republican State of Ohio. 



FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT 

Born at Hyde Park, N. Y., January 
30, 1882. Graduated from Harvard in 
1904 and in 1907 took law degree at 
Columbia. Elected to the Harvard 
Board of Overseers for six years. 
Married, 1905, to Miss Anna Eleanor 
Roosevelt, a distant cousin, and niece 
of Theodore Roosevelt. Practiced law 
in New York City. Soon after elected 
to the New York State Senate. Re- 
elected by the largest majority ever 
recorded in that district. Resigned 
March, 1913, to become Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy. At once made 
preparedness of the Navy his concern. 
"Federal Machinist," an official labor 
organ, commenting on his nomination 
for vice-President aaid, "no other 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy ever 
gained as great a measure of respect 
from the workers and their represen- 
tatives as had Mr. Roosevelt." Tried 
to obtain a commisssion in the Navy 
when we entered the war but such 
pressure was brought to bear in offi- 
cial circles to retain his services in the 
Department that he gave up his ambi- 
tion. Went abroad for a tour of in- 
spection of three months and his 
recommendations, when carried out, 
materially benefitted the entire naval 
organization during the progress of 
the war. 



THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 

Professor Irving Fisher of Yale and of 
the Committee of Pro-League 
Republicans and Independents 

The League of Nations is no longer 
a plan but a fact. All the nations of 
the earth of any consequence, except 
Germany, Austria, Russia, Turkey and 
Mexico are already members. 

It is a "going concern," administer- 
ing the Saar Valley and the City of 
Danzig, conducting a public health 
campaign to shield the world from 
typhus and other diseases, establishing 
an international labor bureau, and al- 
ready settling international disputes 
which otherwise would have led to 
war, especially between one Sweden 
and Finland over the Aland Islands. 

Our entrance into the League is 
necessary in 
disarmament 

from the crushing taxation (billions of 
dollars a year) and aggravation of the 
high cost of living, which the dread- 
noughts and other preparations for 
war will soon require. 

If we don't combine with the rest 
of the world, we must compete with 
the rest of the world. 

We are in honor bound by the deeds 
of our soldiers. The greatest manu- 
ment to those who died in the war 
against war should be in the League 
of Nations to perpetuate as well as 
commemorate their work. To secure 
safeguards for Peace was the cause 
for which our solddiers fought and 
died. 

William Howard Taft said: "I con- 
sider that the moral effect of Article 
X on predatory nations would restrain 
them from war as the Monroe Doctrine 
has done and that the requirement of 
the unanimous consent by the repre- 
sentatives of the Great Powers 
Council before League action would 
safeguard the United States from any 
perversion of high purposes of the 
League. 

"Moreover, I believe that the issue 
of the League transcends in its import- 
ance any domestic issues and would 
justify and require one who believes 
so, to ignore party ties and secure 
this great boon for the world and this 
country." 

The Republican Senators, or a group 
of them, should be rebuked for playing 
politics beyond the water's edge and 
over the graves of our sojdiers in 
France. 

Moreover, the votes of British col- 
onies could never by any possibility 
hurt us 'because we have an absolute 
veto on any measure concerning our- 
selves. Majority vote is not the rule 
of the League, but unanimity. 

The League does not prevent boun- 
daries being changed but only pre- 
vents their being changed by war by 
external aggression. In fact it pro- 
vides much needed machinery for 
changing boundaries by arbitration, 
and it does not interfere in internal 
revolutions. 

Some critics objected to the first 
tentative draft of the League on the 
ground that it interfered with the 
Monore Doctrine. It didn't, yet to 
silence criticism a specific reference 
to the Monroe Doctrine was inserted 
in the final draft. 

As it was, Theodore Roosevelt once 
told Germany to keep out of Venezuela 
or he would use our warships, and 
previously Grover Cleveland told 
England essentially the same thing. 
In both cases we were saved the use 
of force because we were known to be 
willing if need be to use it. And for 
a century since Monroe we have never 
had to fire a shot, just because it was 
known we were ready to do so. 

Theodore Roosevelt said: "The 
nations should agree on certain rights 
which should not be questioned, such 
as territorial integrity. All should 
guarantiee each of their number in the 
possession of these rights. They 
should furthermore agree, not only to 
abide, each of therp, by the decision 
of the Court, but all of them to unite 
with their military forces, to enforce 
the decree of the Court as against 
any recalcitrant member. Under these 
circumstances it would be real and 
effective. It would be impossible to 



hesion to the Treaty of Versailles is 
a necessity. And, if we reject the 
League we shall have to reject the 
whole treaty. Again, if we reject the 
Treaty we lose all claim to indemnity. 

These three reasons for voting for 
Cox and Roosevelt, namely, (1) to 
insure our entering the League, (2) to 
check the Senate oligarchy, and (3) to 
uphold the honor of the nation, are the 
great and compelling ones. 

A vote for Harding is really for 
Penrose and his group, denounced as 
the worst of reactionaries by Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, which means a return 
of the old scandal of special interests 
to be "protected" in return for cam- 
paign contributions. 

One of Mr. Cox's bitterest political 
enemies in Ohio said to me, "I must 
confess I voted for him the last time 
order to secure general j because he gave us the best govern- 
and to save ourselves | ment the state ever had. He enforced 

the law without fear or favor and 
whether he personally approved of it 
or not."

SLOPES 

Imposing Evidence of Growth of 
College 

New Dormitory now graces our 
hill, beautiful, lasting, commodious, 
modern. It stands on the southern 
slope of the hill just back of Munger 
field, and has forty rooms, harbor- 
ing eighty of the fellows. Except 
for one or two minor details it is 
entirely complete. 

The building is three stories in 
height and is of red brick. With its 
high walls and its low sloping roof 
it presents an exterior that com- 
mands admiration. The interior is 
of white, finished in the simple, 
pleasing contrast of dark brown. 
Mr. Munger has offered a prize to 
the men keeping their walls clean- 



est during the year. The rooms 
are furnished with two half-beds, a 
table, two electric lights, two closets, 
chairs, and a radiator for steam heat. 
Beside the forty rooms which are 
for occupancy there is also on the 
ground floor an assembly room. The 
building is equipped with two fire 
escapes, and in the bath rooms there 
are hot and cold showers. Inside 
and out, everything is modern. Few 
schools in the South have dormitories 
to compare. 

The building stands almost on the 
summit of the highest point on the 
campus, in the midst of the densest 
part of our rustic woods. A fine 
view is afforded many miles South- 
ward across Jones Valley.

two conferences on the event of the 
consolidation of Birmingham Col- 
lege and Southern University, where- 
by the North Alabama Conference 
bound itself to build an additional 
dormitory, modern in every respect, 
to cost when completed not less than 
$40,000. Mr. Munger, Dr. Simpson 
and Mr. Patillo were the building 
comjmittee. The work was begun 
last fall, stopped by winter, resum- 
ed in the spring, and hurried to com- 
pletion for the opening of school. The 
architects were Martin and Miller.

The new 
building could hardly have come at 
a more needful time. It is convinc- 
ing evidence of the growth of our 
college. And we hope it heralds 
activity in the building program laid 
out at the foundation of the school, 
so that our church will have an in- 
she will be proud, and to which she 
situation worthy of her and of which 
can be justified in expecting her 
sons to go. 



STUDENT DRYS PLAN TO FORM 
WORLD LEAGUE 
The formation of a world student 
anti-alcohol organization is the prob- 
able result of the recent international 
student anti-alcohol conference held 
at Karlstad, Sweden. Delegates were 
present from abstinent, temperance or 
prohibition student organizations of 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Finland, 
Germany, Switzerland, Esthonia, and 
the United States. The American 
representative was Harry S. Warner, 
Educational Secretary of the Inter- 
collegiate Prohibition Association. 

Three significant actions were taken 
by the international conference. They 
outlined a plan to call another such 
conference, of larger scope, early next 
year, in some central European coun- 
try, to complete organizing an inter- 
national student anti-liquor movement. 
The name of the present ad interim 
organization was changed from Inter- 
national Bureau of Abstaining Stu- 
dents to World Student Anti-Alcohol 
Federation, thus broadening the aspect 
of the question as it will be taken up 
by the university students of Europe. 
Lastly, the conference resolutions pro- 
tested against the invasion by foreign 
liquor interests of countries now en- 
gaged in a struggle against the liq- 
uor traffic, especially China and Nor- 
way. 

The executive work of the organ- 
ization for the coming year was left 
in the hands of the Swedish student 
leaders, partly because that country's 
neutrality during the war 



in a more favorable position for inter- 
national activity, and partly because 
the student abstinent organization in 
Sweden has thus far been most active 
in all Europe.

STUDENT GOVERNMENT AT BIRMINGHAM-SOUTHERN 



Along with the consolidation of Birmingham College and 
Southern University into Birmingham-Southern College there was 
a considerable increase in enrollment, and as the number of students 
increased, so did the complexity of the various student activities. 
It was then that the need of a new form of government became a 
matter for consideration ; however, no definite steps could be taken 
in this direction during the first year after the two schools were 
united on account of the war and the establishment of a unit of the 
Students' Army Training Corps. 

Early in the session of the next year (1919-20) the student 
body was called together for the purpose of arranging a form of 
government satisfactory and advantageous to both faculty and stu- 
dents. There was a feeling on the part of the faculty that Birming- 
ham-Southern should have a system of government in which the 
co-operation of faculty and students would render the adjustment 
of matters concerning the administration less difficult; also that 
the students under the responsibility of self-government would 
acquire habits of good conduct, helping them while in school, and 
to become useful citizens beyond the college walls. The different 
classes elected representatives to an organization to be known as 
the Student Council, an organization to work in co-operation with 
the faculty. At the request of the faculty, the Council drew up a 
constitution and submitted it to the faculty for their consideration. 
This constitution was rejected on account of conflicting technicali- 
ties, and for this reason the Council took no further action, but was 
immediately discontinued. Later on during the session, after much 
"filibustering," the students voted as to whether they should have 
student government or not. The majority of the votes being cast 
in favor of it, work was begun at once on a constitution. Copies 
of the constitutions of student governments of other institutions 
were secured and studied carefully. Many of their good points 
were accepted and made to conform to the needs of this school. 
Much credit is due to the committee who drew up this constitution, 
which met the approval of both faculty and students. 

The name of this organization is the Student Association of 
Birmingham-Southern College. The membership of this organiza- 
tion includes all persons recognized by the Registrar as students in 
Birmingham-Southern College. The officers of the Student Asso- 
ciation are President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer. 
There are three recognized branches of government : the executive, 
legislative, and judicial. The activities of the Student Association 
are centralized in four departments: religion, literary, social and 
athletic, each department being under the jurisdiction of a separate 
committee. The faculty must approve of all action taken by the 
Association, making it indeed a co-operative system of government. 

The following officers have been elected for the 1920-21 session : 
President, A. B. Davidson; Vice-President, J. Fred Sparks; Secre- 
tary, Miss Catherine Williams; Treasurer, Perry D. Scrivner. 
Owing to some new methods of electing officers, not all of the officers 
of the four departments have been elected. However, "Bob" Rowe 
has been elected as Chairman of Athletics and W. G. Barnes as 
Chairman of the Religious Activities. The Chairmen of the Social 
and Literary work remain to be elected. 

Much time has been taken up by the Association this year in 
perfecting the organization, by election of officers and other work, 
yet several important matters have been considered such as the 
adoption of a resolution abolishing physical hazing, which is in 
itself a step toward progress (from the freshman's viewpoint) . 

By the adoption of the constitution and the acceptance of the 
Student Association, Birmingham-Southern has "come across" and 
fallen in line with the great institutions of the country. Let's stick 
to her and see that she keeps in step.

A total 
of 590 Chinese students attended these 
conferences and took part in both 
Chinese and English in debates and 
oratorical contests. 



At the annual oratorical contest of 
the Chinese Students' Prohibition 
League, F. P. Chen, University of 
Michigan, won first place, and Miss 
Lily Soo-Hoo, Oberlin College, won 
second honors.

While in the U. of C. Pro- 
fessor Nixon was awarded a graduate 
scholarship, being the assistant to Pro- 
fessor Dodd. He has also attended 
Peabody College and the University of 
Paris, has taught at Auburn and Jack- 
sonville, and after returning from Eu- 
rope on the peace delegation delivered 
lectures at Auburn and Emory on "Ex- 
periences at the Peace Conference." 

While in Paris he served as Refer- 
ence Librarian to the Peace Commis- 
sion and did very extensive research 
work.

Recent issues of 
the Polstjarnan, official organ of the 
Swedish Students' Union for Total 
Abstinence, has carried a series of in- 
terviews with the twelve American 
students studying in Sweden under the 
Swedish-American Foundation. In 
each of these, emphasis has been laid 
on the difference in student life be- 
tween America and Sweden, and how 
the difference has, on the one hand, 
brought about a sentiment in favor of 
prohibition, and in the other country 
created an atmosphere of utmost lib- 
erality on matters of personal custom. 



The University of California has, to 
date, a registration for 1920 of 9,444 
students — 50.3 per cent being men and 
49.7 women. Their enrollment in the 
correspondence course of the univer- 
sity numbers 42,000.

PANTHERS WIN CLOSE BATTLE 
FROM HILLIANS

Birmingham-Southern avenged her- 
self on Spring Hill at Rickwood field 
Friday afternoon when she defeat- 
ed the Hillians in the hardest fought 
contest of the season by a score of 20 
to 13. The entire game was seem- 
ingly a conglomeration of fumbles and 
forward passes, yet through it all 
could be seen some of the niftiest 
playing ever pulled off by either team. 

Several stars for the Panthers 
might be named, but there is no doubt 
that Miller, fullback, stands out above 
the rest. He made his mark in Bir- 
mingham-Southern gridiron history 
when he intercepted a forward pass 
and made a brilliant run for 60 yards. 
This happened in the last nine sec- 
onds of play, when the score stood at a 
tie and Spring Hill was making a 
desperate effort to coss the gval line 
by using a series of forward pa- s. 
Miller hooked one of these and as- 
sisted by two of his teammates 
cleared the field and sprinted for ;he 
goal line. It was indeed a brilliant 
play and showed the best of head- 
work. 

Next in the line of stars might bo 
mentioned Baker, who held down left 
end through the entire game in stellar 
fashion. His place on the line held 
like a brick wall and he displayed 
some of the best offensive work of 
the whole affair. Just let him get his 
hands on the ball in executing a for- 
ward pass and the pigskin stuck like 
it was in a bucket of tar. 

Baty and Lewis Star 

Baty and Captain Lewis both played 



excellent ball and each did a big 
part toward carrying the oval down 
the field. Baty scored a touchdown 
for the locals when he completed a 
forward pass and raced over the goal 
line for the counter. He also made a 
good many long runs and was at all 
times a dependable ground gainer. 
Lewis measured up to his old form 
in punting and Spring Hill found him 
a bitter dose whenever he started to- 
ward their line with the ball. 

Windling, left halfback for the vis- 
itors, showed some mighty good stuff, 
especially in gaining ground. Sev- 
eral times he broke through the Pan- 
ther line and made long runs. 

Birmingham-Southern elected to 
kick off and Spring Hill was unable 
to return the ball any distancs. 
After regaining the ball, the Pan- 
thers made about three runs, which 
netted them ten yards each time. 
Then they attempted to kick a field 
goal, but were unsuccessful. How- 
ever, they regained the ball* through 
a fumble on the Hillians' part and 
placed it on the five-yard line. Nor- 
ton carried the ball across for a touch- 
down and Birmingham-Southern 
kicked goal. Hfre Spring Hill 
staged a comeback, Babbington catch- 
ing Lewis' punt and peeling off 25 
yards by a brilliant run. Davis then 
bucked the line and made the first 
touchdown; then they carried the ball 
over the goal line for their initial 
counter. They also kicked goal. 

The Panthers opened up the second 
period in good fashion when Miller 
made a brilliant run for 35 yards. 
Baker completed a forward pass and 
placed the oval on Spring Hill's 1- 
yard line, but the Panthers were 
thrown for losses in three consecu- 
tive plays. Then they lost the ball by 
a fumble and the visitors punted out 
of danger. The locals pulled another 
costly fumble and allowed the Mo- 
bilians to get the ball. Spring Hill 
then completed a forward pass and 
tried another, Roe to Bogue, through 
which they scored a touhdown, but 
failed to kick goal. Birmingham- 
Southern fumbled in receiving the ball 
and it went to the other side. The 
visitors then attempted more forward 
passes. Baty intercepted one of them 
and gained 15 yards. The period end- 
ed with the ball midway the goal lines. 

Captain Lewis made two excellent 
runs for a total gain of 60 yards at 
the outset of the second hair. The 
Panthers got the ball on their oppo- 
nents' 5-five line, but failed to make 
downs. Spring Hill punted and the 
locals attempted two forward passes 
and tried to kick a field goal, and in 
all were unsuccessful. Penalties for 
both sides followed and Spring Hill 
gained the advantage when they in- 
tercepted a forward pass. But this 
was in vain, as they pulled one of 
the worst plays of the game when one 
of Spring Hill's men passed the ball 
to an opponent and the locals made 
a gain. The period ended just after 
Windling made a good run for the 
Mobilians. 

Real Action 

Real, sure enough action began in 
the last quarter. Windling made an- 
other good gain for the visitors, but 
could get no farther on acocunt of a 
fumble. Both teams then tried one 
forward pass after another, the re- 
sult — Baty completes one and goes 
over for a touchdown. Gandy failed 
to kick goal. 

With the score tied Spring Hiii 
made a desperate effort to work the 
ball down toward the Panther goal 
line. They were successful to a large 
degree, but their success was rudely 
interfered with when Miller, the Bir- 
mingham-Southern hero, snagged one 
of their forward passes and raced 60

ow Large is an Atom? 



A TOMS are so infinitesimal that to be seen under the most power - 
MJL ful microscope one hundred million must be grouped. The atom 
used to be the smallest indivisible unit of matter. When the X-Rays 
and radium were discovered physicists found that they were dealing 
with smaller things than atoms — with particles they call "electrons." 

Atoms arc built up of electrons, just as the solar system is built up 
of sun and planets. Magnify the hydrogen atom, says Sir Oliver 
Lodge, to the size of a cathedral, and an electron, in comparison, will 
be no bigger than a bird-shot. 

Not much substantial progress can be made in chemical and elec- 
trical industries unless the action of electrons is studied. For that 
reason the chemists and physicists in the Research Laboratories of the 
General Electric Company are as much concerned with the very con- 
stitution of matter as they are with the development of new inven- 
tions. They use the X-Ray tube as if it were a machine-gun; for by 
its means electrons are shot at targets in new ways so as to reveal more 
about the structure of matter. 

As the result of such experiments, the X-Ray tube has been greatly 
improved and the vac-_u..i tube, now so indispensable in radio com- 
munication, has been developed into a kind of trigger device for guid- 
ing electrons by radio waves. 

Years may thus be spent in what seems to be merely a purely 
"theoretical" investigation. Yet nothing is so practical as a good 
theory. The whole structure of modern mechanical engineering is 
reared on Newton's laws of gravitation and motion — theories stated 
in the form of immutable propositions. 

In the past the theories that resulted from purely scientific re- 
search usually came from the university laboratories, whereupon the 
industries applied them. Tne Lesearch Laboratories of the General 
Electric Compar.y conceive it as part of t.. .sk to explore the un- 
known in the same spirit, even though there may bs no immediate 
commercial goal in view. Sooner or later the world profits by such 
research in pure science. Wireless communication, for example, was 
accomplished largely as the result of Herz's brilliant series of purely 
scientific experiments demonstrating the existence of wireless waves.

Degree Requirements Raised to Sixty- 
four Hours 

Public speaking is now a recognized 
department at Birmingham-Southern, 
a one-hour course raising the number 
of hours required for a degree to 
sixty-four. Classes have been organ- 
ized with meetings on Monday at 
2:30. The course is under Professor 
Perry, head of the department of 
English. He meets half the Fresh- 
men and Sophomores on one Monday 
and the other half of those classes 
on the next. Juniors and Seniors, 
because they can not do the full four 
years' work, will be required to pre- 
pare and deliver an original oration 
before the faculty and the students in 
chapel once each term. 

The majority of colleges now re- 
quire sixty-four hours for graduation 
instead of sixty, because of .the mili- 
tary training taat has recently been 
included in their curricula. To keep 
up to standard our college found it 
necessary to increase the require- 
ments. The faculty chose public 
speaking, both because of the absence 
of military training in our curriculum 
and because of the greater worth and 
value in such a course.

Birmingham-Southern paved her 
way a bit further toward secondary 
college championship of the South Sat- 
urday by defeating the University of 
Chattanooga by a score of 27 to 0. At 
the outset of the game it seemed that 
the Panthers would run the score above 
the half century mark, as they made 
touchdowns, kicking goal~each 
during the first period. 
Brinskelle starred for the Metho- 
dists, as he was at all times a most 
capable ground gainer. He skirted the 
ends and tore through the line for 
long gains, also scoring one touch- 
down. Baty was also another good 
ground gainer, at times advancing the 
ball for 25 yards. He continually 
pounded the Moccasins' line, and in 
this way scored a touchdown for the 
Panthers. 

First Quarter 

Chattanooga kicked off and Lewis 
returned 30 yards.

H AS s i r DENT GOVERNMENT 
FAILED?

The Faculty of Birmingham-South- 
ern College recently saw fit to take 
over the powers of the Student Asso- 
ciation and to insist upon the observ- 
ance of certain rules, requiring that no 
student shall attend the morning 
ei vice of any church except the local 
college church, and also requiring that 
students failing to make Senior privi- 
leges (i. e., an average grade of 80) 
will be required to attend study hail 
from 7:00 to 10:00 p. m„ unless they 
sign a pledge not to be absent from 
the campus at night, under penalty of 
automatic expulsion. 

It is not the purpose of the writer to 
attempt to justify or condemn this ac- 
lion. but simply to point out a few 
fundamentals which are vital to the 
l>e i interests of our college. If the 
fundamentals are right the spirit >f 
the institution, of which both student 
body and factulty are equally import- 
ant factors there is no reason why 
these details cannot be satisfactorily 
and ami" ably worked out. If the fun- 
damentals are wrong, whichever fac- 
tor Is in the wrong is doomed to fail- 
ure of their purposes wherever they 
are inconsistent or unreasonable. 

With the advent of Student Govern- 
ment into the life of our school we 
were brought face to face with I i ri 
sis greater, perhaps, than any that ha* 
ever been faced in its entire his!,>!\ 
W e WfN at the dawn of a new era, a 
new period of development. We were 
at a point In the life of our college at 
which perhaps as never before clear, 
cool and consistent thinking was vital 



and adherents intend for it, is a 
healthy, hearty co-operation between 
faculty and student body, to the end 
that the college life may be adminis- 
tered wisely, judiciously, and with the 
students given an opportunity for a 
reasonable self-expression and self-de- 
termination. The inalienable right of 
the governed for a voice in the gov- 
ernment is in reality a fundamental 
principle in the life of a college none 
the less than in the life of a nation. 

Such an ideal college spirit is utterly 
impossible without a harmonious un- 
derstanding between the faculty and 
the student body. The student body 
must understand that the faculty has 
only the highest and best interests of 
that student body at heart. On the 
other hand, the actions of the student 
body must be such that the faculty 
will be made to feel that the Student 
Association — of which we are certain 
the best men are in majority in our 
school — will properly and justly exer- 
cise the rights and powers in its con- 
trol. 

Regardless of the opinion of some of 
our students, we do, not believe that 
Student Government has faileSl in Bir- 
mingham-Southern College. We be- 
lieve that it is going to come back, and 
come back strong. We believe that 
the time is not far distant when the 
faculty will permit the Student Asso- 
ciation to resume its organisation and 
continue its function, one of useful- 
ness and benefit; and permit it to enact 
its own i-uies, which will we are cer- 
tain be within reason and fairness.

Birmingham - Southern triumphed 
over Howard College Saturday after- 
noon by the score of 14 to 7. 

And Howard College was as glor- 
ious in defeat as Birmingham-South- 
ern in victory, for Howard was com- 
pletely outplayed. To the innocent 
bystander it appears that Birming- 
ham-Southern presented a team fully 
three touch-downs better than the 
Howard clan, and the fact that only 



ed every single trick in his bag in the 
first quarter. 

That first quarter is a Howard 
epic. The Bulldog fought the Tiger 
from his feet. Passes, line bucks, in- 
stant advantage of every break in the 
game,— and it looked like a 20-0 vic- 
tory for Howard. Walker drove his 
men relentlessly, slamming them 
wide-eyed into the line, over tackles, 
around the ends. Every trick play 
that he knew was tried out in the one

when the smoke of conflict had clear- 
ed away marks a decidedly bright 
spot on the Howard's 'scutcheon. 

There's no doubt about it: the big 
games played here this year — Van- 
derbilt-Alabama, Alabama-Sewanee, 
Auburn - Vanderbilt and Auburn- 
Washington & Lee— pale into insig- 
nifiance beside the struggle staged 
Saturday when one considers the 
scrappy quality of football which was 
displayed. 

A large crowd cheered on the rival 
local institutions, and every indication 
was given that this local classic was 
coming into its own. 

Three Outstanding Stars. 
Three players stood out above the 
others in a game, which was charac- 



terized by hard, clean tackling, sensa 
tional runs, and a quantity of football 
breaks. These men were Peahead 
Walker, of Howard and Brinskelle 
and Propst, of Birmingham-South- 
ern. 

Walker was the bright 
star of the game, where every man 
on the field did his bit a little bit bet- 
ter than he knew how. Walker, 
officially listed as quarterback for 
the Bulldogs, played every position 
on the team except center. He was 
on top or under every play, smear- 
ing Birmingham-Southern's offensive 
time after time; spilling interference, 
cutting down runners and above all, 
racing down the field for sizeable 
gains with every possible opportunity. 

Two factors conspired to negative 
Walker's brilliant offensive work. 
One was the fact that his line gave 
like tissue paper before the vicious 
Birmingham-Southern defensive at- 
tack. The other was the almost piti- 
ful inefficiency of the Howard inter- 
ference. It was not that Howard was 
unwilling: it was simply the Bulldogs 
didn't have the stuff, when it came to 
protecting the man with the ball. But 
Walker proved his ability beyond the 
shadow of doubt. He is perhaps the 
quickest starter and the fastest trav- 
eler into the line of any backfield 
man seen on the local lot this year. 
Lacking the avoirdupois of the great 
Stevenson of Alabama— he yet has a 
large percentage of that magnificent 
player's driving power. Without 
Walker different figures would have 
been written of yesterday's game. 

It is a considerably harder task to 
pick out the shining lights of the Bir- 
mingham-Southern team. Brinskelle, 
of course, loomed above his team- 
mates; his work on the offense being 
particularly good. Propst, the elong- 
ated eenter for the Panthers, playing 
a defensive half, smeared play after 
play which broke through the Panth- 
ers' initial line of defense. Runners 
hitting him collapsed as though they 
had come suddenly in contact with a 
brick wall. 

Howard Best At Start. 

The game started off like a million 
dollars — for Howard. Showing what 
may not have been the greatest of 
field generalship, but unable to resist 



team off its feet. 

And the Howard crowd responded 
nobly. One or two tactical errors, a 
costly fumble and at least one break 
in luck, conspired against them. Com- 
bined with that was the do-or-die 
spirit of the Panthers, when their 
goal line was in immediate danger — 
and also the supreme generalship of 
the man running the Birmingham- 
Southern team. Time after time the 
Panther took the ball away from the 
Bulldog, when it seemed beyond the 
realm of possibility, and every time 
the Panther field general ordered a 
kick, and Capt. Lewis did the ablest 
punting seen in Birmingham this 
j year. He proved himself a magnifi- 
cent kicker. It was this strategy 
| which spelled disaster for Howard, 
j The quarter ended with the score at 
j 0-0, but when scrimmaging was re- 
sumed for the second quarter it was 
plain that Howard had shot its bolt— 
and shot it unsuccessfully. 

The team went into that second 
individual quarter playing on nerve, and nerve 




alone. The stamina was sapped. No- 
thing was left save the gameness 
which no amount of slamming could 
knock from them. They called on 
themselves for more than they had to 
give. And they gave it. But it was 
not enough. 

Birmingham - Southern carefully 
conserved in driving power through 
the gruelling first quarter slammed 
through the Howard line. Peahead 
Walker was badly hurt and tempor- 
arily deprived of his punch. The 
Howard team played gamely, fight- 
ing every inch of the way. But the 
story was told. The Panthers ripped 
and tore their way down the field — 
five yards now, now ten, now eight — 
through the line, over the line; long, 
sweeping end runs— and all of How- 
ard's gameness availed them nothing. 

The Panthers clawed their way 
over for the first touchdown of the 
game by a brilliant piece of strategy 
on a forward pass to Baker from the 
18-yard line. 

The third quarter was more of the 
same. The play of the Panthers be- 
came even better. They pulled to- 
gether as one man, nipping in the bud 
the occasional flashes of the first 
quarter Howard punch. But there 
was no stopping the Birmingham- 
Southern team. An intercepted for- 
ward pass by Brinskelle, a startling, 
breath-taking run through a broken 
field, a kicked goal — the tally was 14- 
0 in favor of Birmingham-Southern. 

The teams faced each other for the 
fourth quarter tired to the core. They 
had fought their fight; but they play- 
ed with an unexcellable display of 
grit and fight, which kept the crowd- 
ed stands in an uproar. And then 
the unexpected— the well-nigh im- 
possible, happened.

What Is Air? 



BEFORE 1894 every chemist thought he knew what air is. "A 
mechanical mixture of moisture, nitrogen and oxygen, with 
traces of hydrogen and carbon dioxide," he would explain. 
There was so much oxygen and nitrogen in a given sample that he 
simply determined the amount of oxygen present and assumed the 
rest to be nitrogen. 

One great English chemist, Lord Rayleigh, found that the nitro- 
gen obtained from the air was never so pure as that obtained from 
some compound like ammonia. What was the "impurity"? In 
co-operation with another prominent chemist, Sir William Ramsay, 
it was discovered in an entirely new gas — "argon." Later came the 
discovery of other rare gases in the atmosphere. The air we breathe 
contains about a dozen gases and gaseous compounds. 

This study of the aT is an example of research in pure science. 
Rayleigh and Ramsay had r.o practical end in view — merely the dis- 
covery of new facts. 

A few years ago the Research Laboratories of the General Electric 
Company began to study the destruction of filaments in exhausted 
lamps in order to ascertain how this happened. It was a purely 
scientific undertaking. It was found that the filament evaporated 
— boiled away, like so much water. 

Pressure will check boiling or evaporation. If the pressure within 
a boiler is very high, it will take more heat than ordinarily to boil the 
water. Would a gas under pressure prevent filaments from boiling 
away? If so, what gas? It must be a gas that will not combine 
chemically with the filament. The filament would burn in oxygen; 
hydrogen would conduct the heat away too rapidly. Nitrogen is a 
useful gas in this case. It does form a few compounds, however. 
Better still is argon. It forms no compounds at all. 

Thus the modern, efficient, gas-filled lamp appeared, and so argon, 
which seemed the most useless gas in the world, found a practical 
application. 

Discover new facts, and their practical application will take care 
of itself. 

And the discovery of new facts is the primary purpose of the 
Research Laboratories of the General Electric Company. 

Sometimes years must elapse before the practical application of a 
discovery becomes apparent, as in the case of argon; sometimes a 
practical application follows from the mere answering of a "theoret- 
ical"* question, as in the case of a gas-filled lamp. But no substantial 
progress can be made unless research is conducted for the purpose of 
discovering new facts.

Birmingham-Southern stands out 
today as the great wonder eleven of 
America, overshadowing the great 
exploit* of her rivals* by the brilliant 
and superb performance upon the 
gridiron and the wonderful and over- 
Whelming victories during the season 
of 1920. 

The great authorities and close fol- 
lowers of the game have unanimously 
awarded the championship of America 
to the Panthers— after a close mathe- 
matical analysis of the scores made by 
the leading college elevens of the 
country. 

The unquestioned maxim, "Figures 
don't lie," has governed the awarding 
of the highest titular honors to Bir- 
mingham-Southern— and no one can 
challenge the correctness of the calcu- 
lations that follow: 

Auburn's 77-0 defeat Of Washing- 
ton and Lee gives us a good game for 
comparison. Mike Donahue's heavy 
aggregation won from the Panthers by 
the count of 49-0. which would enable 
the Methodists to defeat Washington 
and Lee by a 28 to 0 score. 

Washington and Lee defeated 
Georgetown 16 to 7, an advantage of 
9 points, which would give the Panth- 
ers a 37-0 victory over the George- 
town crew. Georgia Tech won from 
Georgetown by the count of 35 to 6. 
an advantage of 29 points. This 
would give the Birmingham-Suothern 
eleven and 8 to 0 decision over the 
Golden Tornado, the champions of the 
South and one of the major elevens of 
the country. Tech lost to Pittsburgh 
by a 10-3 score, a difference of 7 
points. Birmingham-Southern's vic- 
tory over Pitt, then, was a 1 to 0 af- 
fair, and the Panthers were victori- 
ous over another leading aggrega- 
tion. 

This unusual score needs an expla- 
nation! A 1 to 0 score never occurs 
in football unless a game is forfeited, 
and this was the exact thing which 
occurred. The brilliant record being 
made by the Pitt warriors in the 
North and East and the super record 
of the Panthers in the South durinc 
the first part of the season led the of- 
ficials of these two great institutions 
to arrange a game between their re- 
spective elevens at a special dat». 
Birmingham-Southern continued to 
annex contest after contest from lead- 
ing elevens by lajrge scores, and Pitts- 
burg backed down, cancelling the 
game. An argument ensued. Walter 
Camp, the dean of football critics, was 
asked to decide the matter, and the 
great writer forfeited the contest to 
Birmingham-Southern by the count of 
1 to 0. 

Pitt tied Penn State, another of the 
big team*. Harvard and Princeton 
alone remained to dispute the cham- 
pionship belt. 

The Golden Tornado also defeated 
Centre by the count of 24 to 0, giving 
the Panthers a 32 to 0 advantage over 

the wonder eleven of Kentucky. But 

Harvard only won from Centre by 
the count of 31 to 14, a 17 point ad- 
vantage. By the comparison Harvard 
would fall before the Panther attack 
by the count of Ifi to 0. the same 
score by which the Princeton Tigers 
Would be defeated, as the Crimsons 
tied with Princeton, 

Om noted critic has placed Prince- 
ton as the best eleven of the East, 

and the East usually claims the 
championship of America. However, 
the unquestioned victory of the Panth- 
ers, the unheraled conquerors from 



the South, gave n o room for doubt. 

The Panther- Princeton battle was a 
fierce but great game. Captain Kddi«- 
Lewis, of the Panthers, plowed 
through tackle for 15 yards and the 
first touchdown in the second quarter, 
and Jim Baty raced 35 yards for 
tou. hdown after intercepting a for- 
ward pass in the third period. The 
fourth quarter was fiercely fought, 
but Miller managed to drop-kick a 
goal from the 58 1-4 yard-line just 
before the game ended. "Hobs" Gan- 
dy was off form, and failed to kick 
the goals after touchdown. 

So, with the brilliant record and 
string of victories, comparison, etc., 
Birmingham-Southern holds an undis- 
puted claim to the highest gridiron 
honors of America— and incidentally, 
of the world.

devoted to the centenary movement, 
and the last two were to be devoted 
to the educational movement. 

The centenary movement asked for 
$£3,000,000. The Southern Methodists 
reversed the figures, and the total 
was run up to $53,000,000 during the 
allotted tlnnv It is believed the edu- 
cational movement, which means so 
much to the Southern Methodist 
Church, will achieve the same suc- 
cess. 

The educational committee is ask- 
ing for $33,000,000. All of this will 
be spent on the eighty institutions of 
learning that the church supports 
through the southern states. 

Of this amount Birmingham-Sou- 
thern College is due to received $800.- 
CC0. If the amount is oversubscribed, 
the college will reroivo its share of 
U>e surplus. 

CAMPUS IMPROVEMENTS. 

Dr. L. C. Branscomb. educational 
secretary of the North Alabama Con- 
ference, who Is editor or the Chris- 
tian Advocate, said: 

"With this $800,000 \vc expect to 
tu'ld four new buildings. The first, 
and perhaps the most important, will 
be a new library. The school has 
long felt the need of it, the one now 
on the hill being altogether too small. 
A new administration building will be 
erected. This will contain the offices 
o" the president, clean, and all mem- 
bers of the faculty, as well as several 
classrooms. A new dormitory, with 
accommodations for some 150 boys, 
is contemplated. A large and well 
equipped gymnasium will also be add 
ed to the plant. 

"When these plans are completed, 
Birmingham-Southern will have a 
plant that will be in keeping with the 
size of the institution that is behind 
it. 

"Beside constructing the buildings, 
we hope to increase the endowment 
at least $500,000. This will secure for 
the college a Class 'A' rating, it be- 
ing now classed as a Class 'H' in- 
stitution." 

"With the endowment that we have 
now," Dr. Branscomb said, "it is al- 
most impossible to engage and keep 
first-class men in the faculty. We 
were certainly fortunate in securing 
for the faculty this year men of abil- 
ity, but without prospect of some 
greater endowment than the college 
now has, it would be impossible to 
keep them. Then, too. with an in- 
creased student body, it will be neces- 
sary to secure more instructors. 

"Another matter which will in all 
probability, be taken care of by the 
educational drive will be beautifying 
the campus.- The hill is capabe of 
being made one of the most attrac- 
tive spots in the city of Birmingham. 
It is merely a matter of time until 
that is done." 

Among .improvements that have 
been mentioned are the construction 
of a concrete drive from Eighth Ave. 
around the campus. Trees might be 
planted on the hill and the possibility 
of erecting a monument to the boys 
who went overseas from Sunshine 
Slopes, has also been mentioned. 

However, this is all in the future, 
and no real definite plans have been 
made. The first thing that Birming- 
ham-Southern has to have is an ade- 
quate plant. 

Dr. Branscomb concluded: "If the 
people of Birmingham can be made 
to see that Birmingham-Southern is 
here to stay, they will not be slow 
in giving to such a worthy cause. 
In a short time we expect to have 
an institution out there that a young 
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man will be more than proud to hold 

a diploma from."— The Birmingham

Do not lie to children. They will 
SOOB learn you are lying; you will lose 
tjeir confidence, unci their respect for 
you will be gone. When you tell them 
fairy stories, let them understand they 
are stories. Enjoyment of the tales 
will not be less. Some try to control 
children by telling them they whl be 
whipjieil. thrown out of the wind >w, 
that the "bogy man" will catch t'*em, 
tlisit they will be "sold to the rag- 
man." or the policeman will get them, 
iiiM by making n any other .intrue. 
•e&aeteai threats. The child soon dis- 
covers that none of those things oc- 
'■u r. He ceases to fear the threut and 
become* as disobedient as ever — per- 
haps more so, since such threats act 
like dares to continue. 

One had threat often made to chil- 
dren is that the polteemnu will get 
them and take them to Jail. Children 
should be taught that the policeman Is 
a friend, not an enemy. They should 
be trained to know the policeman is 
one to guard them from harm and to 
help them In trouble.

What Is Vacuum? 



IF THE traffic policeman did not hold up his hand and control the 
automobiles and wagons and people there would be collisions, 
confusion, and but little progress in any direction. His business 
is to direct. 

The physicist who tries to obtain a vacuum that is nearly perfect 
has a problem somewhat like that of the traffic policeman. Air is 
composed of molecules— billions and billions of them flying about 
in all directions and often colliding. The physicist's pump is designed 
to make the molecules travel in one direction — out through the 
exhaust. The molecules are much too small to be seen even with a 
microscope, but the pump jogs them along and at least starts them in 
the right direction. 

A perfect vacuum would be one in which there is not a single free 

molecule. 

For over forty years scientists have been trying to pump and jog 
and herd more molecules out of vessels. There are still in the best 
vacuum obtainable more molecules per cubic centimeter than there 
are people in the world, in other words, about two billion. Whenever 
a new jogging device is invented, it becomes possible to eject a few 
million more molecules. 



The Research Laboratories of the General Electric Company have 
spent years in trying to drive more and more molecules of air from 
containers. The chief purpose has been to study the effects obtained, 
as, for example, the boiling away of metals in a vacuum. 

This investigation of high vacua had unexpected results. It 
became possible to make better X - ray tubes - better because the 
X-rays could be controlled; to make the electron tubes now so essen- 
tial in long-range wireless communication more efficient and trust- 
worthy; and to develop an entirely new type of incandescent lamp, 
one which is filled with a gas and which gives more light than any of 
the older lamps. 

No one can foretell what will be the outcome of research in pure 
science. New i knowledge, new ideas inevitably are gained. And 
sooner or later this new knowledge, these new ideas find a practical 
application. For this reason the primary purpose cf the Research 
Laboratories of the General Electric Company is the broadening of 
human knowledge.

LAST OF T HE CAR IB INDIANS 

Not More Than One Hundred of Race 
Which Columbus Found in West 
Indies Are Still Alive. 

The Carib Indian was the first repre- 
sentative of Lo, the poor red man, to 
meet the tide of European travel. He 
was the one found by Columbus and 
the later Spanish explorers in the West 
Indies, and he has given the Caribbean 
sea his name. Thus he is assured a 
monument as long as geography shall 
last, and he ne^ds It, because as a liv- 
ing race he has practically disap- 
peared. 

How many thousands of Caribs 
dwelt in the West Indies in 1492 if 
largely & matter of conjecture. They 
quickly began to die out under the 
hand of the conqueror, who worked 
them as slaves and shot them when 
they made war. Today it la doubtful 
whether there are 100 puro-blooded 
Caribs alive. Practically all of them 
live on the British isle of Dominica, on 
a reservation set apart for them called 
Salybla. 

The reservation is very difficult of 
access, for there Is no sheltered har- 
bor or landing plae* Tho only method 
of approach is by one of the coasting 
steamers which circle the island. 
When the steamer gets opposite Sa- 
lybla with anyone who wants to land 
aboard, she stops and whistles. If the 
weather is good and the water smooth 
enough, a canoe puts out and takes the 
asenger ashore.

Insects Which Are "Undertakers" of 
Animal World Scent Dead Bodies 
at a Great Distance. 

When an animal dies in a gnrden or 

In the woods and decomposition be- 
gins, carrion bugs come from fur and 
near. A dead bird, a mouse or a harm- 
less snake wantonly killed by noine 
wanderer provides a banquet for hun- 
dreds of insects. Among these the 
grave diggers" are found, embracing 
43 species, 12 of which are found in 
Europe, the rest in America. 

You can Identify these beetles, says 
Popular Science, by the two jagged 
yellowish red or reddish transverse 
bands upon their black wing covers. 
Their scientific names (Necrophorus) 
means no more than "buriers of the 
dead." As undertakers, the insects 
have legs especially adapted for dig- 
ging. 

A grave-digger beetle has a most ex- « 
traordlnary sense of smell. He can j 
detect the peculiar odor of decomposi- 
tion a long distance away and flies to 
the dead thing as straight as an ar- 
row. His remarkably keen nose is 
situated in his club like feelers. 

As a rule several grave diggers are 
found near a dead body. They crawl 
under It and scratch the supporting 
earth away, so that thfe body soon lies 
in a hollow. Gradually the body is 
■ lowered until it sinks below the sur- 
face. Then it is covered with earth. 
The female lays her eggs around the 
interred form, thus Insuring for the 
newly hatched larvae a plentiful food 
supply.

DR. DANIEL RESIGNS. 



Committee 



Is At Work 
Successor. 



to Secure 



Coming wholly as a surprise to the 
students of Birmingham-Southern and 
to the Methodist conferences of Ala 
bama, the announcement was carried 
by the papers of Sunday, January 23, 
that Dr. Daniel had resigned hia place 
as president of the collage which he 
has filled for two and a half years, 
his resignation to take efrect the first 
of June if not before. It was at the 
meeting of the board of trustees of 
the college in Birmingham the week 
before that Sunday that Dr. Daniel 
tendered his resignation, and at the 
conclusion of his report of the state of 
the college. The trustees requested 
Dr. Daniel to remain at his post the 
remainder of this scholastic year, and 
appointed as a committee to noimnate 
a successor at the meeting of the 
board in June Dr. E. C. Moore, Dr. 
Andrew Sledd, and Mr. E. M. Elliott. 

Dr. Daniel entered upon the field 
he is now leaving with the consolida- 
tion of Birmingham College and Sou- 
thern University, when, after he had 
acceptably served at Greensboro for 
one year, he was chosen by the Meth- 
odists of the state to head the com- 
bined institutions at the beginning of 
a new day in Christian education. The 
years that he has served have been 
hard ones. More hard problems faced 
him during his administration than 
will face his successor in a longer 
time. Nevertheless, his leadership dur 
ing the two and a half years cannot 
be challenged, and he will leave a 
record of consecrated efforts that it 
would be the deepest Ingratitude to 
forget, and that will not be forgotten. 
The college Has prospered and ex 
panded until its enrollment Is now 
greater than the added enrollments of 
Birmingham College and Southern 
University ever was. In scholarship 
and athletics old landmarks have been 
overrun. And now, with the launch 
ing of the campaign for education 
by the church, the college Ib about to 
enter upon a period of development 
that will realize the dreams of its 
upholders, at the head of whom has 
been Dr. Daniel. As long as Birming 
ham-Southern College shall live, and 
as long as its influence shall be felt 
in the world even lifter it is gone, the 
man who is now its president will be 
remembered. 

Following are the last paragraphs 
of the written report which Dr. Danie 
submitted to the trustees at the meet 
ing. 

"It has been my privilege to stanc 
at the head of our institution during 
this great and trying period. I have 
at all times tried to do what is right 
I have been conscientious in the per 
formance of my duties. I have, I am 
sure, made mistakes. .My work has 
not on every occasion been entirely 
satisfactory to myself. However, I 
have a feeling of humble pride in hav 
ing been instrumental in the attain 
ment of certain definite goals that 
will remain permanent, historic land 
marks in thef development of this 
foundation for the training of Chris- 
tian leadership for the world. 

"With an interest in the union of 
our male institutions that began fif 
teen years ago, that has not within 
that period ceased, and that never 
shall cease; with a complete, har 
monious, well-equipped and loyal fac- 
ulty ami the largest student body in 
the hi8cory of the college; with a term 
of years as president extending ov< 
the whole consolidation period, I have 
attachment for Birmingham-Southern 
College an expression of which I shal 
not attempt to give. 

"With consolidation now fully con. 



sununated, at the close of one distinct 
era and at the beginnig of another; 
with an office the burdensome details 
of which are too great for any one 

man, and a division of which our 
straitened financial condition will not 
allow; with an humble desire for some 
:me for personal self-development for 
arger service, and with a feeling that 
the time has come when another, to 
the advantage of the instituion, may 
be secured for the presidency, I here- 
by submit my resignation as president 
of Birmingham-Southern College, to 
take effect immediately— if in the 
udgment of the board it may, in jus- 
tice to the college, so favor me — 
otherwise to take effect on June i, 
1921."

In the hands of the people of Amer- 
ica are the lives of more than three 
million children of Europe. This is 
not a new story, neither is starvation 
new and theer are many who say: 
"But we have our own suffering — we 
can give no more." 

There are in America— In the city 
of Birmingham itself— men who are 
suffering, if not from lack of food then 
from lack of food then from lack of 
liberty and happiness. One of these 
Is Clarence Reeves who, silent and 
alone faces imprisonment for life. 

Uut this old .old story of children 
who lok toward American for their 
salvation is not unknown, even where 
steel bars stand between Clarence 
Reeves and the sunshine of the world. 
Some friend sent to this man the sum 
of ten dollars, and this is what 
Clarence Reeves said : 

"I understand that somebody has 
sent me ten dollars, and I thank you 
for bringing it. Ten dollars will buy 
many things, but" — and Reeves' smile 
was a pleasant thing in those grim 
surroundings, "it will also, I have 
read, save the life of some kind, wont' 
it?" 

He was told that it would: that ten 
dollars is the price of the life of one 
European baby. 

"Then," said this man who must 
live always shut away from his fel- 
low-men, "then take this ten dollars 
wheer it belongs." 

That is all there is to the story, 
except perhaps the moral concerning 
"Charity"— but it is not necessary to 
draw that. The ten dollars were taken 
in the name of Clarence Reeves to J. 
Kirkman Jackson, State Treasurer for 
the European Relief Council, and there 
will be, in starving Europe, one baby 
girl, who, If she could be told, would 
turn her eyes to the steel-barred en- 
trance of the Birmingham jail and ex- 
tend her thankful hands to Clarence 
Reeves, life prisoner.

WOODROW WILSON. 



(By Perry D. Scrivner ) 
Within a few weeks Woodrow Wil- 
son will make his exit from the po- 
litical stage. The eight years during 
which he has been president have 
been momentous in the world's his- 
tory. No other president in the his- 
tory of our nation has faced such 
problems and solved them so effect- 
ively as he. Nations and rulers wer« 
going mad. and were murderously 
planning to slash each other's throats. 
The world was in sore need of a 
leader, a man who could inspire, a 
man who could lead it from chaos 
and bloodshed to peace and harmony. 
Out of the cloisters of a college cam* 
just such a man, a man who could 
put into words, simple words, but 
words aflame with truth and meaning, 
the dormant ideals of men. 

Woodrow Wilson is a builder. Un 
der his direction, there has been dur 
ing the eight years he has been presi- 
dent, more constructive legislation 
than during any other period of 
similar length in American history. 
Some of the laws which he has aided 
in passing are: Federal Reserve Sys 
tern, tariff laws, laws for rural cred- 
its, laws for opening and development 
of the reaches of Alaska, laws driv- 
ing corrupt lobbyists from the na- 
tion's capital, child labor laws, parcel 
post and rural free delivery laws, 
good roads bills, eight-hour laws, 
warehouse laws, employment bureaus, 
workmen's compensation laws. 

Above all this Wilson has aided ma- 
terially in bringing to a speedy and 
successful termination the greatest 
war of history. He held this nation 
in a position of neutrality under the 
most trying circumstances. His heart 
flamed at the German outrages on 
land and sea. but he hoped against 
hope that America might serve the 
cause of justice and democracy as a 
mediator and not as a belligerent. 
American statesmen and politicians 
chafed under the rein because he 
would not cast away his ideal of neu- 
trality and enter the war. But he 
knew better than anyone else the 
temper of the American people and 
he knew they were not ready for 
war. 

But at last came the direct chal- 
lenge from Germany and Wilson ac- 
cepted the inevitable. America enter- 
ed the war. With one impulse ten 
million men rose up and said they 
were ready to fight the Hun. It was 
Wilson who urged the most perfect 
means of conducting a legitimate war- 
fare; it was he who insisted upon min- 
ing the North Sea to bottle up the 
German submarines; it was he who 
broached the plan of uniting the Al 
lied Forces under the supreme com- 
mand of Marshal och to crush the 
German machine; and finally, it was 
he who devised a plan whereby war 
and aggression would be abolished, 
that the peoples of the world could 
live in peace and safety. On one oc- 
casion, he said, "For us there is but 
one choice; we have made it. Woe 
be to the man or group of men that 
seeks to stand in our way in this day 
of high resolution when every prin- 
ciple we hold dearest is to be vindi- 
cated and made safe for the salva- 
tion of nations. We are ready to 
plead at the bar of history and our 
flag shall wear a new lustre. Once 
more we shall make good with our 
lives and our fortunes the great faith 
to which we were born and a new 
glory shall shine in the face of our 
people." These burning words echoed 
and re-echoed throughout the world 
until they found the heart of an 
American soldier. As he lay dead on 
the field of battle a card was taken 



from his bosom on which were these 
words: "America stands for freedom 
and justice, and is always ready to 
give the lives of her citizens that 
all the world may be freed from ty- 
ranny and live in peace and happi- 
ness." 

In the autumn of 1918 came the 
end but Mr. Wilson's work was not 
yet finished. He felt that his place 
then was at the peace table. No 
soldier ever went tin the field of bat- 
tle with more enthusiasm, more aspi- 
rr.tion, or more devotion to a sacred 
cause than did the President when 
he went to Paris. He at once be- 
came the dynamo of the great con- 
ference. Smal nations, large nations, 
dependent peoples, free peoples alike, 
appealed to him for help. Each na- 
tion wanted its own particular claims 
to be settled first, and many of them 
turned upon him when he strove to 
settle the questions impartially. 
France wanted a speedy restoration of 
all her national resources; England 
wanted sea power, and a speedy set- 
tlement of economic and financial 
questions; Italy wanted Flume; but 
America simply wanted a peace of 
justice. Through Wilson's influence 
and his alone, he held up the moral 
tone of the conference. But day after 
day in those months he could be seen 
to grow thinner and thinner, grimmer 
and grimmer, with the fighting lines 
deepening in his face. Suddenly one 
day came the tragedy of the Peace 
Conference, the President fell ill. The 
whole world was then turning against 
him. He felt terribly alone. But did 
he falter? His illness served only 
to harden his determination. The 
supreme test had now come. He re- 
solved to bring the questions to a 
final issue. While he was ill the 
powers had tried to break over agree- 
ments, get territory, levy impossible 
indemnities. Woodrow Wilson de- 
termined to deliver his blow. Nothing 
but a supreme faith in Almighty God 
and in the righteousness of his course 
could have sustained him at that mo- 
ment. On April 7, the blow fell like 
a thunder bolt upon the Peace Confer- 
ence. With face haggard and pale 
but with unfaltering courage, he faced 
the Peace delegates and said, "Gentle- 
men of the conference, the settlement 
shall be made upon the prniciples 
laid down, else the American Delega- 
tion sails for hime." He cabled the 
George Washington, then anchored at 
Brooklyn, to sail immediately for 
Brest. First there was an outburst 
of agitated comment and then a sud- 
den hush in the world. Surrounded 
by foes, with not a single friend by 
his side, he stood. He had been driv- 
en back to the last line of trenches 
but there he stood — and he conquer- 
ed. He did not sail for home. There 
\.as immediate cessation of demands 
and the work began to move along 
with rapid strides. One week later 
the German delegates were summoned 
to Versailles. 

President Wilson's enemies have 
charged that he will not take counsel 
of others. No other President has 
ever consulted with Senators and with 
Representatives, singly and in groups, 
so much as he. The records show it 
and th«*se scheming politicians know 
it is true but they are doing it for 
partizan advantage and in order to 
cast a shadow upon his illustrious 
namet 

Then why is Mr. Wilson alone to- 
d?y? It is because of his genius. The 
greatest geniuses always walk com- 
panionless. Washington was alone, 
and was often surrounded by enemies 
under his own command. It was only 
through his dominant personality and 
his superb geenralship that he was

able to keep the little band of five 
thousand at Valley Forge intact. Lin- 
coln was the loneliest man of his age. 
He had not one single companion, 
one intimate friend, and often his 
great soul was tried to the uttermost. 
80 it is with Woodrow Wilson. When 
he first set foot upon European soil 
he was hailed by rich and poor, old 
and young alike, as the Savior of Man- j 
kind. But when we recall to mind 
those weeks which folowed at Paris 
when one by one these devotees 
changed to enemies, we are reminded 
of those days back yonder of the low- 
ly Gallilean. And as He made His 
triumphal entry into the Holy City to 
be, a few days later, crucified on the 
Cross of Calvary, in much the same 
way Mr. Wilson entered Paris, the 
seat of the world's peace conference, 
to become very soon the martyr of 
public opinion. He is alone today be 
cause he has seen something the 
world has not seen; he has caught a 
vision which the world may not catch 
for generations to come. 

I wish to give you two pictures 
The first is in the Halls of Congres?. 
It has been announced that the Presi- 
dent will address that great body. 
There steps out to the Speaker's desk 
a straight, vigorous, slender man, act 
ive and alert. He is sixty but ho 
looks to be forty-five, so lithe of limb, 
so alert of bearing, so virile. It is 
Woodrow Wilson reading his war mes- 
sage. The other picture is three and 
one half years later. A parade of 
wounded veterans of the World War 
is passing along the street, and in 
a chair reviewing these soldiers sets 
a man, broken in health but still alert 
in mind. His hair Is white, his shoul 
ders bowed, his figure bent. He Is 
sixty-three but he looks older. It is 
Woodrow Wilson. Presently there ap- 
pears an ambulance laden with wound 
ed soldiers who reverently salute him 
as they pass.

How is a Wireless 
Message Received? 



VERY incandescent lamp has a filament. Mount a metal 
plate on a wire in the lamp near the filament. A current 
leaps the space between the filament and the plate when the 
filament glows. 

Edison first observed this phenomenon in 1883. Hence it was 
called the "Edison effect." 

Scientists long studied the "effect" but they could not explain 
it satisfactorily. Now, after years of experimenting with Crookes 
tubes, X-ray tubes and radium, it is known that the current that 
leaps across is a stream of "electrons" — exceedingly minute particles 
negatively charged with electricity. 

These electrons play an important part in wireless 
tion. When a wire grid is interposed between the filament and the 
plate and charged positively, the plate is aided in drawing electrons 
across; but when the grid is charged negatively it drives back the elec- 
trons. A very small charge applied to the grid, as small as that re- 
ceived from a feeble wireless wave, is enough to vary the electron 



So the grid in the tube enables a faint wireless impulse to control 
the very much greater amount of energy in the flow of electrons, and 
so radio signals too weak to be perceived by other means become per- 
ceptible by the effects that they produce. Just as the movement of 
a throttle controls a great locomotive in motion, so a wireless wave, 
by means of the grid, affects the powerful electron stream. 

All this followed from studying the mysterious "Edison effect " — 
a purely scientific discovery. 

No one can foresee what results will follow from research in pure 
science. Sooner or later the world must benefit practically from the 
discovery of new facts. 

For this reason the Research Laboratories of the General Electric 
Company are concerned as much with investigations in pure science 
as they are with the improvement of industrial processes and products. 
They, too, have studied the "Edison effect " scientifically. The result 
has been a new form of electron tube, known as the "pliotron", a type 
of X-ray tube free from the vagaries of the old tube; and the "kene- 
tron", which is called by electrical engineers a "rectifier" because it 
has the property of changing an alternating into a direct current. 

All these improvements followed because the Research Labora- 
tories try to discover the "how" of things. Pure science always 
justifies itself.

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ATTAINING SUCCESS. 



(By A. E. Mlddlebrooks.) 
All acquisition, individual, state or 
national, is governed by one great 
fundamental law. Underlying every 
attainment, every success, is the one 
essential condition of want. Without 
conscious want there can be no real 
progress, no achievement is possible, 
no success is attainable. 

If a man has a deep-seated, per- 
sistent, overpowering want for a cer- 
tain thing, he will devote all his tal- 
ents, all his physical and mental en- 
ergies to its attainments. 

The heroes of history and the 
world's benefactors in all the ages 
have been men and women of great 
wants, with burning desires. Alex- 
ander's desire for conquest was so 
great that when the entire world had 
become subject to his dominion he 
swept for more worlds to conquer. So 
intense was his desire for conquest, 
that it is said he died of disappoint- 
ment when he had reached the bounds 
of human possibility. 

Every man and woman wants to at- 
tain success. But some have not 
that persistent want. They are not 
imbued with a want so intense that 
they are willing to sacrifice all the 
immediate luxuries, comforts and 
pleasures of life and consecrate all 
their physical, mental and moral en- 
ergies to its acquisition. They are 
not willing to confine themselves to 
the narrow path that leads to suc- 
cess. They are not willing to pay 
the price for the larger thing of which 
they are capable. They choose the 
easiest way. 

Those who attain success and reach 
the top are those who recognize the 
obstacles, realize the enormity of their 
task but are possessed with the in- 
domitable, "I will." They go up and 
on inspite of the difficulties. 

Look back through history at the 
career of those who reached the 
pinnacle of fame and renown. Most 
of them came through incredible hard- 
ships and unremitting toil. Goethe 
and Victor Hugo were so weak in in- 
fancy that they were not expected to 
live. Lord Byron was born with a 
clubfoot. Gibbon, Kepler, Lord Nel- 
son, James Watt, and Washington 
Irving were characterized by bodily 
weakness in infancy. The blessings 
of adversity are known to every man 
who has climbed the heights. Galileo 
in his prison cell worked on his 
actronomical problems with a single 
ray of light entering the window. 
Bethoven was deaf. Milton and 
Fawcett were blind. 

Joseph's brothers because of jeal- 
ousy threw him into a pit to die. 
Some Ishmaelites passed on their 
way to Egypt and Joseph was sold 
to them. In Egypt he faced the sever- 
est of trials but they were stepping 
stones for him toward the throne. He 
passed through the pit, persecution, 
and prison to the premiership of the 
Egyptian Empire. Joseph entered the 
mouth of a pit; he came out through 
the door of a palace. 

Benjamin Franklin, the great in- 
ventor, philosopher, and statesman, 
trod the thorny path. He was the 
youngest of seventeen children. His 
father was a soap manufacturer and 
candle maker. A well known writer 
says of Benjamin Franklin: "No one 
ever started from a lower point than 
the poor apprentice of Boston; no 
one ever raised himself higher by 
his own unaided forces than the in- 
ventor of the ligntning rod." 

Abraham Lincoln came into the 
world in 1809 in a miserable hovel In 
Kentucky. Hie path was filled with 
incessant toil and untold hardships, 
but

That Baltimore waif is paid $150,000 
a year salary just because he can 
do something different from, some- 
thing different for others. He is 
twenty-six years old and his greatest 
record and the world's greatest rec- 
ord was made last year with the New 
York Yankees. He was purchased in 
1919 from the Boston Americans for 
$130,000— two and one-third times as 
much as the beot previous price ever 
paid for a baseball star on the open 
market. He says that his theory of 
baseball and life, too, is to, "Hit big 
or miss big." In 1919 he plugged 
out twentynine home runs; last year 
he astounded the world when at the 
end of the season the smashing record 
of fifty-four was announced. His goal 
this year is at least sevnty. 

In 1847 in Milan, Ohio, a baby 
came into the world that was to be- 
come the conqueror of the realm of 
electrical science and make his name 
immortal among men. Thomes A. 
Ediscn, son of a poor village Jack-of- 
all-trade, the wizard of the world, 
has traveled that path to success and 
fame. 

He started to school at six yean 
of age. At the end of three months 
he was sent home because he was 
too stupid to leain. That was all the 
schooling he ever had. The rest of 
his early education he got from his 
mother. 

At ton years of age he became news- 
boy on the Grand Trunk Railroad. He 
installed a printing press in one end 
of the baggage car with old type that 
was siven to him. He began prinf?* 
ing a paper v;hich he called "The 
Grand Trunk HeraM," and even the 
London Times designed to notice it 
as the only journal in the world pub- 
lished on a railroad train. At the 
other end of the baggage car he start- 
ed a laboratory. One day a stick of 
phosphorus fell on the floor and the 
car caught fire. The conductor kick- 
ed the laboratory out of the car and 
put Edison off at the next stop, box- 
ing his ears so soundly that deafness 
resulted. 

When he was sixteen years old he 
got a job as telegraph operator. He 
was so much interested in trying to 
make improvements on the telegraph 
instrument that he left messages un- 
seat and undelivered and was dis- 
charged. 

After awhile he got a job in an of- 
fice overrun with rats. In a short 
time he invented a device which elec- 
trocuted them by the score; then he 
turned his attention to cockroaches, 
and by another device soon had them 
exterminated. He was discharged 
again. 

His electric light was perfected on- 
ly after years of close work. The 
world was combed and over six thou- 
sand different vegetable growths vere 
tested in order to find an ideal sub- 
stance for the filament inside the 
glass tube. After the light was final- 
ly finished nobody would have it. 
At last J. P. Morgan told Edison that 
he could put up one of the things in 
his office, but that if it killed him 
or burned up his bank, Edison would 
be to blame. It was several years 
before he could get his electric light 
fully installed in a building. He was

"Of the making of many boks there 
is no end. and much study is a weari- 
ness of the flesh."

Some time ago I heard 
of a remark by a young lady to the 
effect that she had despaired of keep- 
ing up with all the new novels coming 
out and that she was just going to 
read three a week and let the rest 
go. Such skimming and cramming 
can only lead to what Chesterton calls 
the "ignorance of the educated," to 
the thing Josh Billings must have been 
criticising when he said that people 
"know too much that ain't so." I 
wonder if Josh Billings had ben read- 
ing some examination papers; I have 
just been reading some exam, papers, 
which indeed contain the points ap- 
plying to the questions. But my eyes 
have become weary hunting the "dia- 
monds in the rough." 

Professor James Harvey Robinson 
used to tell his history classes at 
Columbia University that a good work- 
man always carries his tools with him, 
never his lumber. We need to chunk 
the dead lumber out of our mental 
workshops. 

In a recent speech, Charles W. Eliot 
said that all of us are becoming en 
tirely too credulous, too much in 
fluenced by the impulse of crowds. 
We do not manifest enough simplicity 
and self-reliance. While getting so 
much exhortation to practice money- 
thrift, we also need to bear in mind 
the importance of thought-thrift and 
to cut out borrowing and imitation. 

Perhaps we need more simplicity of 
taste. I have just read a joke about 
a young lady selecting a new dress

Tokol, who was president of the 
Finnish parliament at the time of Ker- 
ensky's rule in Russia, was deposed 
as a result of the revolution and be- 
came a political exile. These men have 
formed a little colony of their own at 
North Temiskamlng, having been sent 
to Canada and provided with J arms by 
the British government.

The director's interests cover the 
entire field of community r eation 
His imagination is confronted with no 
less a task than helping his multl 
mooded constituency to evolve a satis 
factory leisure time program to oc 
cupy one-third of their life-day hours. 
And he may sigh for other worlds 
to conquer when he shall have or 
ganized those forces at hand in his 
community which will translate such 
plans into realities. His working days 
are crowded with the details of plan 
ning, of promoting and of financing 
such activities as community singing, 
community drama, pageantry, dancing, 
and all of that long list of ever vary 
ing activities that come under the 
general heading ofoutdoor and of In 
door sports. 

It can at once be seen that such a 
profession offers an acceptable in 
vltatlon to candidates of many tem- 
peraments and with diversified chan 
nets of interest. The work may be 
In rural communities, or In special 
districts of larger cities. But whore 
ever It Is, It challenges all of the 
latent powers of the worker and 
brings him into contact with many 
people.

What Is Air Pressure? 



THE air is composed of molecules. They constantly 
bombard you from all sides. A thousand taps by a 
thousand knuckles will close a barn door. The taps 
as a whole constitute a push. So the constant bombardment 
of the air molecules constitutes a push. At sea-level the air 
molecules push against every square inch of you with a 
total pressure of nearly fifteen pounds. 

Pressure, then, is merely a matter of bombarding mole- 
cules. 

When you boil water you make its molecules fly off. 
The water molecules collide with the air molecules. It takes 
a higher temperature to boil water at sea-level than on Pike's 
Peak. Why? Because there are more bombarding molecules 
at sea-level — more pressure. 

Take away all the air pressure and you have a perfect 
vacuum. A perfect vacuum has never been created. In the 
best vacuum obtainable there are still over two billion mole- 
cules of air per cubic centimeter, or about: as many as there 
are people on the whole earth. 

Heat a substance in a vacuum and you may discover 
properties not revealed under ordinary pressure. A new 
field for scientific exploration is opened. 

Into this field the Research Laboratories of the General 
Electric Company have penetrated. Thus one of the chem- 
ists in the Research Laboratories studied the disintegration 
of heated metals in highly exhausted bulbs. What happened 
to the glowing filament of a lamp, for example? The glass 
blackened. But why? He discovered that the metal dis- 
tilled in the vacuum depositing on the glass. 

This was research in pure science — research in what 
may be called the chemistry and physics of high vacua. It 
was undertaken to answer a question. It ended in the dis- 
covery of a method of filling lamp bulbs with an inert gas 
under pressure so that the filament would not evaporate so 
readily.

Strong Teaching Force to As- 
sume Charge When the Roll 
Is Called 

Education 

Prof. Roy E. Hoke, of Jefferson 
Maryland, has been elected as profes- 
sor of education for the ensuing year. 

Professor Hoke will come to Bir- 
mingham with highest recommenda- 
tions, and is said to be well equipped 
for the chair he is to fill. He received 
his A. B. and A. M. degrees from 
Franklin-Marshall College and has 
completed his residence work for hi3 
Ph. D. degree at the Johns Hopkins 
University, and will receive his full 
degree from Hopkins next February. 

During the war, Professor Hoke 
was assistant chaplain in the army 
and was stationed at Fort Oglethorpe, 
Ga. He has been employed as a 
teacher in New York and is a member 
of the Phi Beta Kappa honor frater- 
nity. 

Courses in history of education, 
principles of education, educational 
psychology, educational tests and 
measurements, and educational ad- 
ministration will be included in the 
work of Professor Hoke. 

Biology 

Prof. Russell L. Garton will direct 
the department of biology of Birming- 
ham-Southern College for the coming 
year. 

For three years Prof. Garton has 
been head of the department of bio- 
logy of the state college of Porto Rico 
and taught a total of five years in 
Porto Rico.

BIRMINGHAM -SOUTHERN 
COLLEGE 

(Dr. L. C. Bransccmb) 

In all the territory of Southern 
Methodism there is no better location 
for a church college than Birming- 
ham. That city has celebrated its 
fiftieth birthday, and in its popula- 
tion growth has out distanced all of 
the older cities of the South, except 
New Orleans and Atlanta. In its 
place of future leadership in the 
South, it will have a large part in the 
typing of the industrial and commer- 
cial life of our section. And its in- 
fluence for good or evil will grow with 
its increase in population and in 
wealth. Our Church in Alabama can- 
not neglect its opportunity to build 
here a great college and have a right 
to live and grow. 

During a period of twenty years 
the Alabama and North Alabama Con- 
ferences attempted to maintain two 
colleges for men. Since 1917 the 
faith of 200,000 Methodist has been 
pledged to the one institution at Bir- 
mingham. To declare that these peo- 
ple cannot build a college that will ! 
rank with the best and strongest in j 
the South is to say that they are not 
worthy of their inheritance. 

If we build on history and senti- 
ment, on past achievements, this in- 
stitution has a record worth while. It 
has given to the world: Two Govern- 
ors; one United States Senator; three 
Congressmen; eight College Presi- 
dents; thirty-two College Professors; 
120 Teachers; 206 Preachers and Mis- 
sionaries; eight Editors of Church pa 
pers; 93 Lawyers, 76 Physicians; 
these in addition to hundreds of grad- 
uates and former students who are 
serving well in the various walks of 
life. We cannot build on past achieve- 
ments alone, but this output of two 
institutions, now one, makes a strong 
appeal to the Methodists of Alabama 
and West Florida. 

In the present holdings of the in- 
stitution is a foundation on which to 
build. The college has seventy acres 
of land within the limits of Birming- 
ham, six buildings, and an endow- 
ment of $140,000, total of $450,000. 
Approximately $1,000,000 was added 
to the college's resources by the re- 
cent education movement. 

We must have at Birmingham a 
Christian college; an institution loyal 
to the faith of Methodism and to th? 
ideals of the Great Teacher. It must 
have such equipment and resources as 
will make it possible for the institii 
tion to serve a far larger number of 
students, and thus serve in a larger 
way all the enterprises of the king 
dom. 



CONCERNING LETTERS 

The following rules, relative to 
awarding of letters and other insig- 
nia to members of the football team, 
have been adopted by the Athletic 
Committee of Birmingham-Southern 
College: 

1st. A sweater with insignia will 
be given each player the first year he 
is awarded a football letter. 

2nd. Every year's play will entitle 
the player to wear a gold service 
stripe on the left sleeve of the sweat- 
er previously given him. 

Should a player play four 
years on the football team, he will be 
awarded a sweater with insignia and 
four service stripes on left sleeve. 

4th. Should a championship be 
won, each player will be given a gold 
football. 

5th. The Athletic Committee and 
Coach shall judge as to when a player 
is entitled to any of the honors listed 
in the above rules and regulations. 

In order to protect those who are 
entitled to wear the football sweaters 
and insignia, the Athletic Committee 
publishes these rules and regulations.
